Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

For claims 1, 12, 15: amends the term "mixture of fluids" to "mixture of carrier fluids" for clarification. 
For claims 3, 5, 9-11, 14-15, 17, 21: the previous withdrawn claims will be rejoined. 

(2) Applicants clarified that the proviso recited in instant claim 1 , where "not more than 20 % of the total occurences of 
R1 , R2 and R3 are Rc" means the aryl substituted siloxane carrier fluid either contains only diphenylethyl and methyl 
substituents, or the aryl substituted siloxanes carrier fluid is a mixture comprises the aryl substituted siloxanes, which 
contain diphenylethyl, methyl groups and the capping group Rc in the siloxanes structure, wherein the proportion of Rc 
(the capping group) is not more than 20 % in the carrier fluid mixture. Applicants also indicate the support of the aryl 
substituted siloxanes carrier fluid mixture can be found in the specification, page 25, Table 1, wherein the aryl 
substiruted siloxane comprises 15 % of Rc group and 85 % of diphenylethyl (DPE) group. 

(3) The Examiner requested that the claims be amended to place them in condition for allowance. Ms. Karen Klumas 
agreed and details of the amendment are set forth in the Examiner's amendment attached to this interview summary 
and in the notice of allowance.
